HIGHWAYS 


There is a total of 69.507 miles of public highways in 
the town of Moretown, not including the Federal Highway 
which begins at Buck’s bridge and extends to the Waterbury 
town line. This highway is under Federal control and super- 
vision. All other highways in the town are divided into three 
categories: 

State Highway system 11.657 miles 

Selected Highways (State Aid Roads 10.28 miles 

Unselected Highways (Town Roads) 47.57 miles 


The State Highway is that part of Route 100 which 
passes through the town of Moretown. The State has com- 
plete control and responsibility for construction and main- 
tenance of the State Highway. Each town is assessed a 
share of the expense by dividing the Grand List by the total 
public highway mileage within the town and then mutiply- 
ing by the number of miles of State Highway within the 
town. This year the sum amounted to $1,981.11 for the 
town of Moretown. 


The Selected Highways or State Aid Roads are: 
No. 1. Northfield Mountain road. 
No. 2. Route 100B. Duxbury road from Route 100 
to Duxbury line. 


No. 3. Road “back of the river’ from Middlesex to 
Berlin town line. 


State Aid allotments are divided into three parts for 
use on Construction, Retreatment or Resurfacing. 


Construction is paid out of the 14¢ gas tax fund and the 
allotment is figured $115 per mile of Selected Highway with- 
in the town. 


On Retreatment the State pays two-thirds of the cost 
and the town pays one-third. This work is done by the state. 
Selected Highway No. 2 is the only hard-surfaced Selected 
Highway in our town and is .75 of a mile. 


Resurfacing is available for gravel roads under the State 
Aid system. Selected Highways No. 1 and No. 3 come under 
this heading, and have a mileage of 9.53. State Aid for 
resurfacing is available at $50 per mile in case the town 
votes to raise $25 per mile for this purpose. 


State Money alloted for construction and resurfacing 
Unselected Highways, commonly referred to as Town High- 
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ways, is based on the total mileage of such roads maintained 
within the town and is figured at $150 per mile. To be 
eligible for this state money, a town must vote the equivalent 
of $25 per mile to be spent on town roads. This sum and the 
sum voted for resurfacing of gravel roads under the State 
Aid system comes out of the amount raised for use by the 
Road Commissioner.

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REPORT OF YOUR PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


The Public Health Nursing Division of the Department 
of Health would like to take this opportunity to express its 
sincere appreciation to the members of the Health Council, 
the school board, and all other local volunteers who gave so 
generously of their time and services to promote and sup- 
port the health program in their community. 


Twenty-three first and second graders received Salk 
Vaccine under the N. F. I. P. Program. As it becomes avail- 
able, polio vaccine may be administered to children from two 
months through fourteen years and to expectant mothers 
under the State Polio Program. 


The Infant and Preschool Conference was held in April 
at the Town Hall. Dr. Shepard Quinby was the examining 
physician. Physical examinations were given to — 41; 
Diphtheria-Tetanus-Pertussis series completed — 10; Diph- 
theria-Tetanus-Pertussis booster doses — 18; and Smallpox 
vaccinations — 15. 


The School Health Conference was held in October at 
the Town Hall with Dr. C. E. Harwood of Waterbury as the 
examining physician. Total attendance — 47; physical ex- 
aminations — 28; Diphtheria-Tetanus series completed — 1; 
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Diphtheria-Tetanus booster doses — 27; and Smallpox vac- 
cination — 22. 


During the year ending December 31, 1955, 422 visits 
were made in Moretown by the public health nurse for the 
purpose of health instruction.

This is our twentieth annual report to the citizens of 
the Town of Moretown on State payments in your munici- 
pality of various types of assistance and welfare during 1955. 

The total number of recipients in the State has remain- 
ed reasonably stable for four years. The number aided in 
the Totally and Permanently Disabled program has con- 
tinued to increase. Old Age Assistance and Blind Assistance 
caseloads have declined. The impact of the Social Security 
Insurance programs have not been fully realized in Vermont 
but will be a continuing factor in the reduction of case loads 
as an increasing number of our people attain a fully insured 
status. At the present time less than 50% of the aged pop- 
ulation in Vermont, sixty-five years or over, are entitled to 
Social Security benefits. The towns and cities participated 
financially in two of the programs as indicated below. Ad- 
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ministrative expenses for the four types of Public Assistance 
have always been among the lowest in the nation.

We have presented the financial position of the More- 
town Schools in a slightly different way than that of pre- 
vious years, following the advice and pattern of the State 
Auditor. We hope it will be more easily understood, and that 
the chart of pupil placement will indicate the problem fac- 
ing the School Board. 


It is necessary that you, as citizens of the Town, as 
well as the School Board, give thought and study to the 
future needs of your school program. This year we hope 
to call in parents from all areas of the Town to consider and 
evaluate with us placement and/or building. We would: 

1. Study the Moretown school system as it operates 
at the present time.

Necessary repairs were made on all schools the past 
year. The floor of the Taplin School was completely sanded 
and sealed; the interior of the Village school was painted ; 
playground equipment was replaced and repaired. Special 
attention was given to removing broken and discarded sup- 
plies and books, that could be a fire hazard as well as un- 
sightly. 


Transportation continues to be a major consideration. 


The School Board was pleased to retain all the teachers 
of the previous year, including Mrs. Dana Haskins, Jr. as 
Music Instructor. We should all be gratified that in all High 
Schools attended by the graduates of the 8th grade in June, 
1955, one or more made the Honor Roll of the High School. 
When a “Freshman” makes the Honor Roll it is an indication 
of good preparation in the eighth grade. 
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Your School Board and Superintendent are concerned 
for the needs of the children, and would like to provide the 
best educational opportunities for all age groups. Werecom- 
mend a School Tax of $1.70. 


We thank you for your consideration, and invite you 
to talk over your problems with us. The School Board and 
the Superintendent meet the first Tuesday of each month 
at the Taplin or Village School.

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HIGHWAYS 


There is a total of 69.507 miles of public highways in 
the town of Moretown, not including the Federal Highway 
which begins at Buck’s bridge and extends to the Waterbury 
town line. This highway is under Federal control and super- 
vision. All other highways in the town are divided into three 
categories: 

State Highway system 11.657 miles 

Selected Highways (State Aid Roads) 10.28 miles 

Unselected Highways (Town Roads) 47.57 miles 


The State Highway is that part of Route 100 which 
passes through the town of Moretown. The State has com- 
plete control and responsibility for construction and main- 
tenance of the State Highway. Each town is assessed a 
share of the expense by dividing the Grand List by the total 
public highway mileage within the town and then mutiply- 
ine by the number of miles of State Highway within the 
town. This year the sum amounted to $1,965.02 for the 
town of Moretown. 


The Selected Highways or State Aid Roads are: 
No. 1. Northfield Mountain road. 
No. 2. Route 100B. Duxbury road from Route 100 
to Duxbury line. 
No. 3. Road “back of the river” from Middlesex to 
Berlin town line. 


State Aid allotments are divided into three parts for 
use on Construction, Retreatment or Resurfacing. 


Construction is paid out of the 14¢ gas tax fund and the 
allotment is figured $115 per mile of Selected Highway with- 
in the town. 


On Retreatment the State pays two-thirds of the cost 
and the town pays one-third. This work is done by the state. 
Selected Highway No. 2 is the only hard-surfaced Selected 
Highway in our town and is .75 of a mile. 


Resurfacing is available for gravel roads under the State 
Aid system. Selected Highways No. 1 and No. 3 come under 
this heading, and have a mileage of 9.53. State Aid for 
resurfacing is available at $50 per mile in case the town 
votes to raise $25 per mile for this purpose. 


State Money alloted for construction and resurfacing 
Unselected Highways, commonly referred to as Town High- 
ways, is based on the total mileage of such roads maintained

within the town and is figured at $150 per mile. To be 
eligible for this state money, a town must vote the equivalent 
of $25 per mile to be spent on town roads. This sum and the 
sum voted for resurfacing of gravel roads under the State 
Aid system comes out of the amount raised for use by the 
Road Commissioner.

REPORT OF STATE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


During the year ending December 31, 1956, 103 visits 
were made in behalf of the residents of the Town of More- 
town. These visits were concerned with the communicable 
disease and preventive health services offered by the State 
Health Department. 


Among the services rendered were 3 infant and pre- 
school, and 2 school health conferences. The total number 
of children attending these conferences was 122. Immuni- 
zation given: Smallpox vaccinations — 18; and Diphtheria- 
Tetanus-Whooping Cough — 64. 


Salk Polio clinics conducted by the State Health Depart- 
ment were held and 26 individuals received 3 doses of polio 
vaccine; 173 received 2 doses; and 26 received one dose. 


Under the communicable disease program, clinics were 
conducted for chest x-ray without cost for persons referred 
by their physician. Clinics in this area are held at the 
hospitals in Morrisville, Montpelier, and Barre. A total of 
41 x-rays were taken for residents of Moretown during the 
year. 


The Public Health Nurse assisted in making referrals 
to state and voluntary health, and social agencies. 


The health programs for Moretown in 1956 were carried

out through the interest and cooperation of physicians, 
nurses, officials, and volunteer groups in the community.

We have followed the pattern of last year in the pre- 
sentation of the program of your schools. The State Depart- 
ment recognizes the School Year as that of July 1, to June 30 
of the following year. This means that State Aid, as well 
as the Town Taxes, are not in the hands of the Town Treas- 
urer for School use, until December and September of any 
given year, so that the School Department needs to borrow 
money for approximately seven months of each year. You 
will note that on January 1, 1957, the school department 
had an un-expended balance of $3,997.53, which by the time 
of the present Town Meeting has been used. 


The Flannagan School was sold to Mr. Kenneth Baird 
for $1,400.00. The Selectmen and the School Board felt the 
Title should be thoroughly searched, and this was done by 
Mr. Adams of Waterbury, at a cost of $51.99. Fifty dollars 
was paid from the sale, the school fund absorbed the $1.99, 
and $1,350.00 has been placed in a special Saving Account 
for the School Department, by the Town Treasurer, to be 
used only for major re-modelling or repairs. 


The School Board was sorry to lose four teachers, Mrs. 
Cameron from the Common, retired; Mrs. Cascio and Mrs. 
Haskins (Special Music), who are taking advanced study ; 
and Mrs. Hill, Taplin, who had the opportunity to teach a 
single grade in Waterbury. These teachers were re-placed 
by Mrs. Whitcher, Miss Roberts, Mrs. Convy, and Mrs. Hall. 


The pupils of your schools continue to “hold their own,” 
and achieve honor grades at the High Schools they attend ; 
an indication of good elementary preparation. 


Transportation is a major item in the budget, as is also 
a large enrollment. 


A School Tax of $2.10 is recommended to meet the pro- 
posed budget. 


From time to time your school board and superintendent 
become concerned with the school program as it is presently 
set up, You are aware that presently, we are operating five 
classrooms within the town. Three are located in one room 
buildings, and two in the Village school. The children of 
the Cox Brook area are transported to Northfield, and those 
of Jones Brook area to Berlin. 


The problem of securing teachers to handle from four 
to eight grades in a single classroom is more difficult each 
year. These positions require the most capable teachers. 


Al 


Teachers who possess these qualities, can, and do, secure 
positions which require them to teach a single grade. The 
recently trained teacher has little if any preparation for 
teaching eight grades. 


The School Board and Superintendant wish to bring 
these questions to you for consideration: 


1. Are the children of Moretown receiving a well- 
rounded education? 


2. Is the present orgaization of your schools, that of 
four rural schools, such, that the town is likely to be able to 
employ and retain effective teachers? 


2. What are the possibilities of bringing together a 
sufficient number of children in a central location, to make 
it possible to establish a graded school program with two 
erades in each room? . 


4. Would you like to form a study group of parents 
and citizens to study these questions? 


Your School Board and Superintendent try to give over- 
all consideration to all pupils, They appreciate suggestions 
and are grateful for your co-operation. They meet the first 
Tuesday of each month, usually at the Village School, and 
welcome you to meet with them.

HIGHWAYS 


There is a total of 69.507 miles of public highways in 
the town of Moretown, not including the Federal Highway 
which begins at Buck’s bridge and extends to the Waterbury 
town line. This highway is under Federal control and super- 
vision. All other highways in the town are divided into three 
categories: | 


State Highway system ........................ 11.657 miles 
Selected Highways (State Aid Roads) 10.28 miles 
Unselected Highways (Town Roads).. 47.57 miles 


The State Highway is that part of Route 100 which 
passes through the town of Moretown. The State has com- 
plete control and responsibility for construction and main- 
tenance of the State Highway. Each town is assessed a 
share of the expense by dividing the Grand List by the total 
public highway mileage within the town and then multiply- 
ing by the number of miles of State Highway within the 
town. This year the sum amounted to 1,947.77 for the 
town of Moretown. 


The Selected Highways or State Aid Roads are: 
No. 1. Northfield Mountain road. 
No. 2. Route 100B. Duxbury road from Route 100 
to Duxbury line. 
No. 3. Road “back of the river” from Middlesex to 
Berlin town line. 


State Aid allotments are divided into three parts for 
use on Construction, Retreatment or Resurfacing. 


Construction is paid out of the 14¢ gas tax fund and the 
allotment is figured $115 per mile of Selected Highway with- 
in the town. 


On Retreatment the State pays two-thirds of the cost 
and the town pays one-third. This work is done by the state. 
Selected Highway No. 2 is the only hard-surfaced Selected 
Highway in our town and is .75 of a mile. 


Resurfacing is available for gravel roads under the State 
Aid system. Selected Highways No. 1 and No. 3 come under 
this heading, and have a mileage of 9.53. State Aid for 
resurfacing is available at $50 per mile in case the town 
votes to raise $25 per mile for this purpose. 


State Money alloted for construction and resurfacing 
Unselected Highways, commonly referred to as Town High- 
ways, is based on the total mileage of such roads maintained . 
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within the town and is figured at $150 per mile. To be 
eligible for this state money, a town must vote the equivalent 
of $25 per mile to be spent on town roads. This sum and the 
sum voted for resurfacing of gravel roads under the State 
Aid system comes out of the amount raised for use by the 
Road Commissioner.

This is the twenty-second annual report which I have 
made to the citizens of Moretown regarding State pay- 
ments in your municipality of various types of assistance 
and welfare during 1957. The support and cooperation of 
town officers and people generally over this long period is 
gratefully acknowledged. We have some measure of respon- 
sibility for 12,000 individuals and annually spend about six 
million dollars. 


The total number of recipients in all four programs 
has not changed substantially for several years, Due to the 
extension of Social Security, the number receiving Old Age 
Assistance has declined but those receiving Aid to the Per- 
manently and Totally Disabled have increased. Supple- 
mentation of inadequate amounts of Social Security bene- 
-fits is an increasing role of Public Assistance. Towns and 
cities participate financially in two of the programs as in- 
dicated below. Administrative expenses for the four types 
of Public Assistance have always been among the lowest in 
the nation. In one state the recipient receives less than 
eighty-two cents out of the assistance dollar. In Vermont 
the recipient received ninety-six cents.

Among the new teachers this year are Mr. and Mrs. 
Arthur Williams, who are sharing the teaching load at the 
Moretown Common School. Although the building is not 
designed for two teachers, they have been able to work out 
a very satisfactory plan which has provided adequate teach- 
ing and supervision of playground at all times. 
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At the Rock Bridge School, Mrs. Lester Adams taught 
the month of September and was forced to resign due to 
home responsibilities. Mrs. Bessie Wiltshire was secured as 
a replacement. 


Mr. Stanley Flink was secured to teach music in each of 
the rural schools of the town. In addition to teaching vocal 
music, he is teaching instrumental music in three of the 
buildings. All of these pupils are beginning students. They 
have progressed well and it is expected that they will be able 
to play together before the end of the year.

To the Citizens of Moretown: 

The past school year has been filled with a great deal of 
activity. Immediately after Town Meeting, 1957, a Study 
Group, made up of citizens from all sections of the Town, 
was formed. This group, with Howard Turner serving as 
Chairman, has met throughout the year, reporting on studies 
made of the Moretown School system. Their findings led to 
recommendations, which include the purchase of the Bene- 
dict property, and the building of a Central elementary 
school to be located in Moretown Village. 


The School Board and Study Committee appreciate the 
support of the Citizens in authorizing the purchase of the 
Benedict property at the Special Town Meeting held Decem- 
ber 17. 


The plan for a Central School, to be voted upon at March 
Meeting will provide for the following: 


1. The use of the present two-room building located 
in the Village. 


2. The construction of four additional class-rooms. 
3. The construction of a multi-purpose room. 


4. A heating plant large enough to heat the entire 
school, and two additional rooms when and “‘if”’ they were 
added at a later date, 
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5. Boys and girls toilets located in the new addition. 
6. A school lunch room with kitchen facilities. 


Adequate Bus arrangements would be made to trans- 
port all Moretown pupils, grades 1 thru 8, except those living 
in Cox Brook, who would continue to attend school in North- 
field, tuition paid. 


With the over-crowding of our schools, steps must be 
taken to provide for the boys and girls. This can be done 
better in one location than in scattered buildings. 


~ Your School Board in consultation with the Study com- 
mittee, and Julian Goodrich, architect, have presented you 
with plans. You will have opportunity to study the plans 
before you vote on them at Town Meeting. 


To finance the purchase of the Benedict property, the 
School Board recommends 15 cents on the Grand List, in 
addition to the regular School tax. The School Board recom- 
mends a school tax of $2.20 to meet the Budget as presented, 
making a tax of $2.35 in all. 


The School Board is grateful for the support and under- 
standing of you, whom they wish to serve. Also, they ex- 
press appreciation to the Study Committee for their sincere 
efforts. You, the citizens, want a good educational program 
for the children, we have and will continue to try and do the 
best we can to interpret your wishes, and co-ordinate them 
with requirements of the State.
